DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Examiner finds applicant's arguments persuasive in view of amendment made by 
applicant. 

Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 1,3-9 and 15-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art references of the record, either stand-alone or in combination, 
teaches a "thermal conduction blocking portion is provided such that part of the heat 
sink on which the inverter module is mounted and the part of the heat sink on which the 
field current control device or the control device is mounted are not thermally influenced 
by each other" as recited in the claims. 

US 6198188 disclose a rectifier cooling fin arrangement of vehicle AC generator 
comprising: A stator having a multi-phase armature winding, a rotor disposed radially 
inside the stator, a rectifier unit having a positive cooling fin holding a plurality of diodes 
and a negative cooling fin holding a plurality of diodes. 

US 5517401 disclose an inverter comprising: semi conductor power switching 
devices, a DC voltage supplied from a main battery to an AC voltage, which is supplied 
to an AC motor.
